Re-Rooted  Plants 

I set  from  15,000  to  50,000  each  of  celery,  tomato,  cabbage, 
lettuce  and  pepper  plants  each  year. 

I set  no  other  plants  but  potted  and  Re-rooted  ones,  and 
though  I set  through  the  driest  and  hottest  weather,  I seldom 
lose  any  plants. 

After  I plow  down  a good  clover  or  other  sod  in  the  Spring, 
harrow  the  ground  several  times  until  it  is  time  to  set  the 
plants,  drill  in  from  1,500  to  2,000  pounds  of  high  grade  fer- 
tilizer per  acre,  and  harrow  four  or  five  times  until  the  entire 
seed  bed  is  as  mellow  as  it  can  be  made,  I can  not  afford  to  set 
any  but  the  best  plants,  so  that  I may  have  a full  stand. 

After  setting  the  plants  I cultivate  six  or  eight  times,  hoe 
two  or  three  times  and  spray  if  necessary,  and  the  expense  is 


too  great  to  use  any  but  the  best  plants. 

I have  harvested  26  tons  of  cabbage  per  acre  and  sold 
$233.80  worth  of  tomatoes  from  1,000  plants.  I have  sold  $645 
worth  of  celery  from  three-fourths  of  an  acre. 


It  takes  several  years  to  test  the  different  strains  and  pick 
out  the  good  ones.  It  costs  money  to  make  these  tests  and  it 
costs  more  money  to  buy  the  best  strains  of  seed.  A little 
higher  price  must  be  asked  for  the  plants,  but  they  are  worth  it. 


Use  These  Methods  to  Get 
Largest  Crops 

1.  Use  a good  strong  soil. 

2.  Plow  down  a good  heavy  sod,  or  use  plenty  of  well- 
rotted  manure. 

3.  Use  plenty  of  high-grade  fertilizer  to  feed  the  crop. 

4.  Prepare  the  seed  bed  perfectly  by  plowing  well  and 
harrowing  until  very  fine. 

5.  Use  plants  from  a good  strain  of  seed. 

6.  Use  re-rooted  plants  to  get  a perfect  stand  of  strong 
plants. 

7.  Hoe  and  cultivate  to  keep  the  soil  in  fine  condition. 

Use  all  these  means  and  harvest  a big  crop.

Special  Danish  Seed  Tests 


In  order  to  test  different  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead  Cab- 
bage Seed,  seed  was  purchased  from  seven  of  the  largest  seed 
houses,  sown  the  same  day,  and  three  rows  of  plants  from  each 
lot  were  set  across  the  middle  of  a three-acre  field  of  Danish 
Cabbage.  In  order  to  make  sure  that  each  lot  had  the  same 
chance  the  fertilizer  was  drilled  in  the  whole  field  with  a grain 
drill  and  the  whole  field  harrowed  four  times  afterward.  The 
plants  were  set  the  same  day  and  all  cultivated  alike.  The 
seven  lots  had  the  same  chance  in  every  way,  and  if  there  was 
any  difference  in  the  yield,  it  would  have  come  from  the  differ- 
ence in  the  strain  of  seed.  In  the  fall  we  cut  the  cabbage  from 
each  plot  separately,  drove  to  the  town  scales  with  each  load 
and  had  it  weighed  with  the  following  results:

The  cabbage  on  Nos.  2,  3,  and  4 was  much  alike  and  the 
heads  averaged  about  the  same  on  each  load.  Though  the  seed 
was  purchased  from  different  seed  houses,  it  looked  as  if  it 
might  have  come  from  the  same  seed  grower  in  Denmark. 

No.  1 was  different  and  much  better.  No.  6 was  decidedly 
poorer.  No.  7 was  very  poor  cabbage,  but  No.  5 looked  as  if 
it  was  a full  crop  and  the  largest  and  best  Danish  Cabbage  that 
we  had  seen  grown. 

If  No.  5 was  good  seed  and  gave  a full  crop  of  good  cab- 
bage, then  No.  1 seed  with  the  same  cultivation  gave  only  91 
per  cent,  of  a crop.  Nos.  2,  3,  and  4 only  84  per  cent,  of  a 
crop;  No  6 only  77  per  cent,  of  a crop  and  No.  7 only  68  per 
cent,  of  a crop. 

In  the  cabbage  districts  of  Central  and  Western  New  York 
the  seed  that  is  marked  No.  6 is  sold  nearly  altogether. 

In  1908,  1909  and  1910  the  No.  5 seed  was  used  for  our  own 
field  of  Danish  Cabbage  and  a number  of  other  strains  were 
tested  with  it,  but  I have  not  found  any  yet  to  produce  as  many 
tons  per  acre.  In  1910  the  yield  was  17  tons  per  acre.  In  1911 
the  yield  was  again  17  tons  per  acre.  In  1912  the  yield  was  26 
tons  per  acre.  In  1913,  22  tons. 

THE  YEAR  AFTER  this  trial  of  strains  of  Danish  Ball- 
head  Cabbag  Seed,  as  quoted  in  this  circular,  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  began  extensive 
trials  of  strains  of  cabbage  seed.  In  their  trials  of  strains  of 
Early  Jersey  Wakefield  cabbage  the  total  weights  of  cabbages 
from  50  PLANTS  of  each  strain  in  1909  ran  as  follows:  69 

lbs.,  69,  40,  81,  79,  69,  22,  76,  66,  72,  70,  81.  It  will  be  seen  that 
a man  must  know  from  whom  he  buys  his  plants  or  seeds.  If 
he  buys  from  the  firm  whose  strains  produce  40,  22,  or  46  lbs. 
per  50  plants  his  labor  and  expense  for  the  season  is  lost. 

Three  out  of  thirteen  seed  firms  sold  strains  of  seed  that 
were  worse  than  useless  and  some  plant  growers  buy  this  cheap 
seed. 


All  my  Danish  plants  for  sale  are  raised  from  this  Special 
No.  5 seed.  I have  built  up  my  large  plant  business  by  not  only 
furnishing  good  plants,  but  growing  plants  from  good  strains 
of  seed.

If  you  buy  plants  grown  from  good  seed  you  are  sure  to 
get  a crop. 

This  year  most  reliable  seeds  are  very  high  in  price  and  I 
have  purchased  all  the  seed  to  grow  our  plants  from  the  very 
best  seed  growers.
